i GOLDBUGS HARD AT WORK, 


In Their Usual Effort to Corrupt 
Legislation. 


THE TACTICS TO BE PURSUED TODAY. 


The Anti-Silver Men See That Their Only 
Hope isin Securirg Delay—The Sil- 
ver Men Will Fight to the End. 


Washington, March 23.—(Special.)— 
The silver fight in the house is warming 
up. While there have not been any great 
speeches on either side yet, the interest 
in the result is intense. 

The leaders on both sides are working 
with an earnestness seldom seen. The 
free coinage men know they will eventu- 
ally win the fight, but still they are work- 
ing to hold all their men in line against 
the enormous pressure which is being 
brought to bear from the outside. The 
gold men are working like bees. They are 
having telegrams of protest sent in upon 
the free coinage men from every section. 
Using the Newspapers. 
are using column 
elumn of the New York 
other eastern papers. The World 
had gone wild on the subject. Sev- 
eral pages are devoted to protests and 
advices to the house to desist. Then there 
is a Wall street lobby here larger than 
any that has infested the capitol corti- 
dors since the shipping subsidy bill was 
up in the last congress. These men have 
their pockets bursting out with money, 
and the house restaurant keeper is reap- 
ing a harvest. They are wining and din- 
ing everybody who will be wined and 
dined. They are fighting the bill with as 
much earnestness as though it would 
affect their own pocketbooks. Still they 
will find it a hopeless fight. 

To Filibuster Today. 

The gold men on the floor will show 
their teeth tomorrow afternoon, when 
Mr. Bland calls the previous question. 
They make no secret of their intentions 
to filibuster as long as dilatory tactics can 
avail them. The first thing they 
attempt will be to adjourn the house. By 
an adjournment the silver bill would go 
over indefinitely, for the committee on 
rules only fixed Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday for its consideration, 
expiration of Thurs- 
day it goes over. The silver mien, 
on the other hand, have a large majority, 
and can vote down a motion to adjourn. 
But the gold men can then filibuster ad 
infinitum if their leaders know how, and 
make no mistakes in their motions. If 
they attempt this, the silver men will con- 
tinue to block it by continuing the session 
throughout the night, and right on day 
after day, without adjournment 
of the legislative day of Thurslay, until 
a vote is reached. If, however, after a 
day or more of this they find that the 
antis have sufficient strength to hold 
on indefinite:y, they will then allow 
adjournment, 2nd appeal to the commit- 
tee on rules for an order fixing a fimal 
vote.

Crowds In Attendance. 


The galleries were crowded when the 
speaker's gavel rapped the house ®@ to 
order at noon, and there was no 
abatement from the eat interest 
manifested at the opening hours of 
the debate yesterday. ‘The floor and the 
lobbies of the hotise, too, were well crowded 
With ex-members and senators, and on a 
sofa in rear of the hall was seated Hon. A. 
J. Warner, well known as one of the fath- 
ers of the free coinage movement. In the 
galleries were seated many bankers and 
financial experts from all over the country, 
and the Western Union wires on the out- 
side were busy bearing hasty messages 
that flashed to the country the progress of 
the discussion and conveyed to the great 
financial centers every indication that ap- 
peared in the political atmosphere. 

“I desire to give notice,” said Chairman 
Bland, at the opening of the debate, “that 
at 2 o'clock tomorrow I shall demand the 
previous question on the silver bill, and 
pending amendments. This means merely 
that the general debate will close at 2 
o'clock tomorrow and that a final vote will 
then be taken on the bill and amendments, 
unless its opponents inaugurate a series 0% 
filibustering tactics.”’ 

Mr. Pierce Opens the Battle. 

The first speaker of the day was Repre- 
sentative Pierce, of Tennessee, the able 
young lieutenant of Chairman Bland on 
the coinage committee. “In discussing the 
pending measure,’ said Mr. Pierce, “if I 
did not believe that free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver was for the best interests of 
the whole people of the country, I should 
not so warmly support this measure. It is 
only by going back to the past upon this 
question of bimetailism that we can proper- 
ly understand this 


bimetallism or snonometallism. 
to 1818, beginning with the action of the 
great nations of the world upon this ques- 
tion, we find that great industrial England 
was prosperous and happy until she struck 
down silver and discarded it as one of her 
coin metals. The voice of labor, then as 
now, was unheeded, and the result was 
that the next three years witnessed a pe- 
riod of depression, distress and suffering 
hitherto unknown in the kingdom of Great 
Britain. This is a matter:‘of history and 

“annot be controverted.” 

Concluding, Mr. Pierce cited the speech 
of Mr. Mills in.the last honse in support of 
free coinage, and insisted that the gentle- 
man from ‘Texas, to make his record con- 
sistent, must support the bill now before 
the house. 

Mr. Stone, of .Pennsylvania, denounced 
the pending bill as being not a bill for the 
free coinage of silver, but a bill for the un- 
limited issue of paper money. He had a 
suspicion that this bill is an heirloom. to 
the Bland family. (Lauehter.) In read- 
ing the history of his country, he discovered 
that one, Richard Bland, was a leading 
member of the house of burgess. of Vir- 
ginia, in 1748. He was a man of patriot- 
ism and ability, but, like his distinguished 
namesake of today, he seemed to labor 
under the idea that the economic and finan- 
cial system of his days needed tinkering 
with. (Laughter.) In those days, the cur- 
reney of Virginia seems to have been to- 
bacco, in hogsheads of 50 pounds. 
(Laughter. ) Convenience in carrying 
around the legal tender of the day natur- 
ally aroused a desire on the part of the peo- 
ple of the day to devise a more convenient 
system of currency. This desire took 
shape iv ‘the Bland bill of: 1748.” )Laugh- 
ter.) This, bill was an almost counterpart 
of the bill of teday. It provided for the 
establishment of government warehouses 
and the appointment of government in- 
spectors in charge of them. The Bland 
bill of today provides for the use of mints 
already erected. The bill of 1748S pro- 
vided for the deposit for any amount of to- 
bacco by any person, and the issue of “‘to- 
bacco notes,’ therefor, to be accepted as 
legal tender, and receivable for debts and 
dues of the government. The bill of today 
provides for the deposit of silver bullion, 
whether owned by an inhabitant of Eng- 
land or Africa or America, and the issue 
therefor of coin notes as legal tender, re- 
ceivable for debts and dues of the govern- 
ment. (Laughter.) 

This bill is not a bill for the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver, but a bill for the 
unlimited purchase of silver bullion. There 
were bills before the committee that did 
provide for free coinage, but they were all 
laid aside and this bill renorted in their 
stead. The effect of this bill by renealing 
the act of two vears ago, the act of 1890, 
would be to restore the act of 1878. 

sland Interrupts. 


“Does the gentleman take the position,” 
inquired Mr. Bland, “‘that to repeal the act 
of July 4, 1890, would revive the force of 
a previous act thereby repealed?’ 

“Yes sir.” 

“That is a position contrary to all prin- 
ciples of the law that I ever heard of,” snid 
Mr. Bland. “The act of 1890 repeals a 
portion of the act of 1878. Now, this bill 
in repealing the act of 1890 does not restore 
the act of 1878 at all.” 

Mr. Stone persisted that Mr. Bland was 
wrong. and that the passage of the pend- 
ing bill world be to revive the act of 1878, 
providing merely for the compulsory coin- 
age of $2,000.000 per month. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Stone’s remarks 
Mr. Bland asked consent that debate on 
the free silver bill, which would expire to- 
morrow night, be extended until Friday af- 
ternoon at 5 o’clock, but Mr. Simpson. of 
Kansas, objected on account of the failure 
of the friends of the bill to make any allot- 
ment of time to the representatives of the 
people’s party. 

Another Anti Talks. 

Mr. Browley, of South Carolina, opposed 
the bill, contending that its passage would 
prove detrimental to the business interests 
of the country. ‘The ratio fixed in the 
measure was not the ratio fixed by the mar- 
kets of the world, as Jefferson and Ham- 
ilton both said it should be. The ratio should 
be fixed by the ratio of the relative prices of 
the two metals.

He Sendsina Very Warlike Message 
to the Senate, 


ENCLOSING LORD SALISBURY’S REPLY. 


A Threat of War Is Made if England 
Does Not at Once Come to the 
Terms Proposed. 


Washington, March 23d.—(Special.)— 
The Behring sea controversy has reach- 
ed a very acute stage, and the war corres- 
pondents have sharpened their petals 
for another big score. Lord Salisbury’s 
reply, declining to renew the modus 
vivendi, except upon the condition of 
indemnity to the Canadian sealers, in 
case the arbitrators decide the main con- 
troversy against the United States, and 
the president's rejoinder rejecting the 
conditions, have gone to the senate. 

A Warlike Declaration. 

They are being carefully guarded, but 
enough has leaked out to make the situ- 
ation look very grave. The president 
closed his note with a declaration that 
unless a modus vivendi was agreed on, 
he would see that the Jaws against 
poachers were enforced if he was obliged 
to use the military and naval forces of 
the United States to do so. This is prob- 
ably a very brusque way of stating what 
Was conveyed in very diplomatic lan- 
guage, as it is not likely that the presi- 
dent would assume the responsibility of 
a blunt and warlike threat. Nevertheless, 
the mere intimation that the 
president has gone ahead _ and 
brought matters to a crisis 
which may eventuate in war, has 
unsettled everybody. The moneyed inter- 
est is already alarmed, as the countless 
telegrams of inquiry from New York this 
afternoon indicate. 

Trying to Amend Himeelf. 

The president, who was ‘so severely 
criticised for his precipitate action in 
the Chilean matter, feels, perhaps, that 
his present aggressive stand in the con- 
troversy with England is necessary w 
vindicate him from the charge then made, 
that he was anxious to jump on a petty 
little fourth rate power. John Bull, how- 
ever, is not in the habit of taking a bluff, 
although it is apparent that England 
is prevented from rushing into hostilities 
with the United States by the delicate 
situation in Europe. 

Some Consequences Viewed. 

A declaration of war between John 
Bull and Uncle Sam, it is believed, would 
be immediately followed by hostile dem- 
onstrations against India and Egvpt by 
Russia and France, respectively, and the 
whole continent of Europe wouid become 
embroiled in war. 

Assurances are given tonight, however, 
that the president’s rejoinder contained 
nothing like an ultimatum. The full 
text of this correspondence is awaited 
with Keen interest. 

Approved by the Senate. 

There was no expression of opinion 
by the president in his letter of trans- 
mittal, but this was not needed, in view 
of the clearly defined position assumed 
by him in his rejoinder, which appeared 
to meet with the unanimous approval 
of the senators, although the:debate was 
too short to disclose officially their stand- 
ing. Although there has been nothing 
in the nature of a direct vote upon the 
treaty of arbitration, and there is a well 
defined opposition to it as a surrender, by 
the United States of her richts acquired 
by the treaty from Russia, it can be stat- 
ed that the treaty will soon be ratified 
by the senate. But a resolution will be 
appended reciting that there does not 
appear to be any sufficient reason for an 
abatement by the United States of its 
claims to jurisdiction pending arbitration, 
and authorizing the president to use all 
the force of the military arms of the gov- 
ernment to secure the protection of the 
rights of the United States. 

Lord Salisbury’s Position. 

Lord Salisbury does not, in his note, re 
fuse to enter into a modus vivendi of some 
kind. He does not flatly refuse to be a 
party to some arrangement, but, diplomat- 
ically speaking, “he fails to consent’’ to 
the proposition made by this government. 
Inasmuch as the senate has refused to 
make the correspondence public, it is ex- 
eceedingly difficult to get a clear statement 
of the exact idea intended to be conveyed 
into the diplomatic language of such corres- 
pondence as that. laid before the senate 
today, but undoubtedly the impresston gen- 
erally convey2d by the reading was that 
Salisbury has refused to renew the ar- 
rangement of tast year. It can be stated 
that there is nothing in the nature of an 
ultimatum on the part of either govern- 
ment in the correspondence laid before the 
senate. The correspondence is still consid- 
ered incomplete, and the way is still open 
for further letter writing in the line of en- 
deavor on the part of each side to show how 
far the other party is in the wrong. Un-

Specimens brought up were turned 
over to the company’s superintendent, who 
had them analyzed. The result in every in- 
stance was satisfactory. The company at 
once applied for a license under the act of 
1885, and this morning it was received. F. D. 
Bloodworth, secretary and treasurer, stated 
this morning that the investigation had not 
proceeded far enoughto show whether the 
hosphate deposits are very extensive or not. 
if they prove to be, arramgements will bo 
made at once to begin mining. Savannah 
offers a splendid market, as it can be sold to 
the fertilize companies here cueaper than 
rock from a distance, owing to the difference 
in cost of transportion. Dredges will be put to 
work at once. It looks likes big.thing for

IN THE BALANCE. 


The Central’s Future in the Hands of 
the Court. 


MANY MILLIONS ARE INVOLVED. 


A Grave Responsibility Rests Upon 
the Presiding Judge. 


THE OBJECTIONS TO A RECEIVER. 


The Directors Want the Lease Upheld, 
but if There Must Be a Receiver, 
Prefer General Alexander. 


The Central receivership case comes up 
in the United States circuit court at 
Macon today. 

Mr. Dan Rountree, Captain Harry Jack- 
son and Judge Tompkins are there from 
Atlanta. The Macon and Savannah bars 
will be represented in the case, too. 

Judge Don A. Pardee is to preside, 
having been requested to be present by 
Judge Emory Speer, the district judge. 

The question to be decided is what shall 
be done with the Central Railroad and 
Banking Company, of Georgia? Shall it 
be put in the hands of a permanent re- 
ceiver or restored to the possession aud 
control of the company’s own board of 
directors of Atlanta? 

On March 4th, Dan Rountree, of At- 
lanta, and J. Lamb Perry, of Charleston, 
attorneys for Mrs. Rowena M. Clark, of 
Charleston, filed a bill with Judge Speer, 
asking him to appoint a receiver for the 
Central. They set forth that Mrs. Clark 
owned fifty shares of Central stock in the 
company. The par value of that stock 1s 
$5,000, and the market value, at the time, 
was about $4,250. The capital stock of 
the company is 75,000 shares, par value 
$7,500,000, and the bended indebtedness is 
nominally $30,000,000. The Central con- 
trolled, by lease and otherwise, 2,600 miles 
of railway and steamship lines. Mrs. 
Clark’s attorneys declared in their bill that 
the system had been leased to the Rich- 
mond and Danville through the Georgia 
Pacific, and that the property was in peril 
of bankruptcy and ruin. They asked the 
court to break the lease, which they as- 
serted was illegally made, and appoint a 
permanent receiver for the Central. 

Judge Speer appointed E. P. Alexander, 
the president of the company, its tempor- 
ary receiver, and he set the case for a hear- 
ing on March 14th. 

At first, the move created a startling 
sensation throughout Georgia. The im- 
pression was general that the Richmond 
Terminal, which owns the Danville, was 
behind the plan to break the lease, and it 
has since become apparent that the pcti- 
tion played directly. into the Terminal's 

who Were guaranteed a 7 
per cent dividend under the lease, believing 
that a permanent receivership would bring 
about the financial wrecking of the com- 
pany, protested against the lease being an- 
nulled. From a market value of 85 or 30, 
Central stock instantly became unsaleable. 

When the case was taken up on March 
14th, Major A. O. Bacon, ofeMacon, enter- 
ed by intervention, as it is called in legal 
phraseology. He brought additional charges 
against the Danville company, and _ so 
changed the aspect of the case that it was 
continued by Judge Speer until March 
24th. 

In the interval that has elapsed, marked 
changes have occurred in the complexion 
of the Terminal and the.Richmond and 
Danville. President W. G. Oakman, who 
succeeded John H. Inman, told General 
Alexander that the Danville would 
“abandon Central railroad matters to its 
own board of directors, the stockholders or 
At the same time, the general

to the Georgia Pacific, which is itself a 
leased line of the Danville’s, resigned as 
officials of the temporary receiver, and 
asked to be relieved of the operation of the 
Central. This was in line with the Dan- 
ville’s desire to break the lease. The reason 
given by Mr. Oakman for abandonding the 
Central was that “the attention and 
energies of the Richmond and Danville and 
Terminal directors and reorganization com- 
mittee are entirely absorbed in the preser- 
vation of the Danville, Georgia Pacifie and 
Kast Tennessee properties.” This language 
is quoted from President Oakman’s Jetter 
to General Alexander. 

The Central's directors did not want the 
lease broken, preferring the guarantee of 
7 per cent interest to the possibility of 
making more or less out of the Central as 
an independent system. But if the Dan- 
ville will not operate it, the directors must, 
unless the court appoints a permanent 
receiver. 

Opposition to a Receivership. 


On this point, there is really only one 
opinion among the stockholders and friends 
of the Central, and that is strongly against 
a receivership and in favor of the return of 
the property to the company’s directory. 
The Central’s directors are: Messrs. 
Joseph Hull, George sills, A. Vetsburg, 
John K. Garnett, U. Moxley Sorrell, 


Henry KR. Jackson, Savannah; Hugh In- | 


man, E. P. Howell, Atlanta: Uriah B.

This board was elected unanimously, 
jast January. Over fifty-three thousand 
shares were voted, and every one was for 
this board. There was not a split ticket. 
The Terminal syndicate voted 42,000 
shares, and the minority 11,Uvv shares. It 
was the largest vote polled in years, and, 
if the majority had not voted at all, the 
board would have been elected by the 11,- 
000 minority shares. The minority voted 
just about one-third of their holdings. 
,The objection to a permanent receiver- 
ship is the firm belief that it would carry 
into insolvency a property which is solvent, 
and pronounced thoroughly able to pay its 
fixed charges and a dividend besides. 
Central stock, bonds and debentures 
afford the sole revenue,’ or a large part #f

They are not under con- 
trol of the Terminal, and will not be domi- 
nated by the majority interest. In three 
months the Central can be where it was 
before the lease was made, and by the end 
of the yenr, I believe, it would be a greater 
earner than it ever was. , 

“Above all, the return of the Central 
to its own directors now would give a value 
to its stock and other securities.” 


MUST STAY HERE. 


Railroad Men Do Not Want the Traffic As- 
sociation’s Headquarters Kemoved. 
Nashville wants to get the headquarters 
of the Southern Kailway and Steamship: 
Association moved from Atlanta there. 
Fiiends of Colonel E. B. Stahlman, 


commissioner, have been after him to try | 


to get the offices moved to Nashville, his 
old home. This gave rise to the report 
that there is danger of the removal being 
made. 

Railroad officials do not take to it at all. 
The railway and Steamship Association’s 
territory extends all the way down to T'am- 
pa and Nashville is too far off on one side. 
Atlanta is a central point and is pronounc- 
ed to be the most convenient place. Nash- 
ville is not even in the Southern Passen- 
ger Association’s territory. 

In addition to the clerical force employed 
at headquarters the frequent meetings of 
the associations and committees benefit At- 
lanta by bringing many railroad men here. 

Colonel Stahlman says he likes Atlanta. 
There is, nevertheless, a quiet movement 
on foot to get the headquarters moved to 
Nashville. Atlanta’s railroad men can be 
counted on to oppose such a removal and so 
can the members of the association south, 
east and north of this city. If the move- 
ment takes any serious look it will be 
fought vigorously. 

As a member of the association remark- 
ed yesterday, “Atlanta loes not give up 
anything that is worth keeping. e must 
retain the association's offices right here.” 


RATE COMMITTEE MEETING. 


The Assistant Commissionership Still an 
Unsettled Problem. 


Another meeting of the rate committee 
of the Southern Railway and Steamsbi 
Association will be held in Atlanta April 
12th. At Nashville the ccmmittee decided 
to hold regular meetings on the second 
Tuesday of each month. 

The March meeting of the committee was 
very satisfactory in its results. A great 
amount of work was transacted but sey- 
eral matters were left untouched. 

The meeting of the Southern Passenger 
Association, which was set for the early 
part of April, is to be postponed. Just 
when it will be called has not been defi- 
nitely decided. In the meantime the lines 
vhich are considering the advisability of 
joming the association will stay out. 

They do not seem disposed to rush into 
the association in an impetuous way. 

The assistant commissionership remains 
an unsettled problem. Colonel Stahlman 
has the appointing power. He said 
yesterday that there is nothing new in the 
matter.

If There Must Be a Receiver, Gencral Al 
exander Will. Me Urged. - 


Savannah, Ga., March 23.—(Sperial!)—Gen-

At a special meeting of the board 
today the situation was discussed with 
especial reference to reeent developments and 
the directors decided to adhere to their origi- 
nal resolution to maintain the legalLcy and 
desirability of the lease to the end and to 
take such legal steps as are necessary to 
protect from loss as a result of the recent 
action of the Terminal people. If a receiver 
is to be appointed, it is understood that they 
will press General Alexander for the posi- 
tion. 


MISHAPS ON THE RAIL. 


A Freight Strikes a Passenger Train at a 
Crossing—Several Passengers Injared. 


Cincinnati, March 23.—An Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi train from St. Louis due here this 
moruing, arrived several hours late owing 
to a wreck at Odin, Ill., where the Illinois 
Central road crosses the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi. While the Ohio and Mississippi train 
was crossing the Illinois Central tracks a 
freight train on that road tore through it, 
carryirfg away a day coach and the front 
end of a sleeper. There were seven wen 
passengers in the day coach, all of whom 
were injured, but none _ killed or fatally 
hurt. The engineer of the Illinois Central 
had the presence of mind to put out his 
firé, and this prevented a conflagration. 
The injured not able to travel, were cared 
for at Odin. Most of them continued their 
journeys.

INHUMAN MURDER IN GREENE, 


A Negro Girl Killed ‘by Ret Unite and Hey 
Body Thrown in the River. 


Greenesboro, Ga,, March 23,.—(Special.) 
The ciscupstances of a& very brutal‘ mir- 
der which occurred last week have just 
come to light. 

The murder oecurred in the Liberty neigh- 
burtood iv the lower part of the county, 
and the people of that section are greatly 
aroused over its 2ommission. The person 
murdered was a negro girl about eleven 
years old and th4 pai ticulays are briefly as 
foilows: 

The girl's name was Patsy Chester and 
she lived with ner uncle Albert Chester. 
He was very cruel to her and frequently 
beat her in the most inhuman manner. 
Some time last week she was missed from 
her home, and on inquiry being made of 
Albert, he said she had run away. Suspi- 
cion was aroused, however, and the citi- 
zeus began an_ investigation. No trace 
of the girl could be found, but everything 
led to confirm the suspicion of murder. 

By yesterday suflicient facts had been 
obtained to warrant the arrest of Albert 
Chester as pritvipal and Mark Hudson as 
accessory. They had a preliminary trial 
before Justice Lundy and were lodged in 
jail. 


The Fiend Confesses. 


After being arrested Hudson confessed 
that Chester had tnurdered the child b 
beating her head to a jelly, and after kill- 
ing her mile Hudson halp him carry the 
body to Richisnd ersek and throw it in. 
The body was thrown in near where Rich- 
land creek empties into Oconee river and 
at a point where the curreut is deep and 
strong. The creek has been dragged but 
the body has not yet been found, and it 
is supposed that it has been swept down 
the creek and into the river. 

Chester stoutly denies that he killed the 
child or knows anything as to her where- 
abouts, and protests that Hudson, his ac- 
ecomplice, is not telling the truth. The facts 
already obtained are very strong, however, 
against him and the investigation which 
is being made will doubtless bring others 
to light. 

It wns a horrible crime and whites and 
blacks alike in the neighborhood are much 
aroused over it.

An Session Here ‘Today, 


THE, STATE'S PREPARATDNS FOR TRIAL 


Of the Famous Georgia Ceses—Judge Spen- 
cer Atkinson Resigns to Run for 
Congress— Other Capitol Notes. 


The matter of greatest Interest at the 
capitol yesterday wag the case to eome up 
before the interstate commerce commission 
at 10 o'clock this morning. 

Secretary Briscoe, of the Georgia railroad 
commission, Was busy yesterday serving 
subpenas on suck witnesses as Colonel E. 
B. Stahlman, Senator Brown, Mr. J. L. 
Dickey, of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road; Mr. J. J. Griffin, of the East Tennes- 
see, and Mr. Sol Haas, of the Richmond 
and Danville. 

The conduct of the case on the part of the 
‘state will be iz the hands of Attorney Gen- 
eral W. A. Little, Judge Allen Fort, of the 
railroad commission, and Hon. Robert Ber- 
ner, of Monrce. 

For the railroads, Mr. Worthington, of 
Washington, the general counsel of the 
Richmond and Danville system, assisted by 
the division attorneys of the different roads, 
will appear. 

Judge Atkinson Resigns. 

Judge Spencer R. Atkinson is fairly in 
the race for congress. His resignation of 
the judgeship of the Brunswick circuit was 
received by Governor Northen yesterday, 
and takes effect on the 10th of April. 

Judge Atkiuson 1s one of the most promi- 
nent of the younger members of the bar in 
this state, and his progress from the obscu- 
rity of a brictless young lawyer to a leading 
place in the bar and in the politics of his 
section of the state has been rapid. He is 
a grandsou of Governor Charles J. McDon- 
ald, and, through his mother, inherits much 
of the ability of his grandsire. Not many 
years ago, Judge Atkinson began the prac- 
tice of law at Marietta, but did not attain 

articular prominence there. Ile moved to 

runswick, and soon began to forge to the 
front. Three years ago he was elected 
judge of the Brunswick circuit, and today 
he is a candidate for congress in the elev- 
euth district, against Hlon. Henry G. 'Turn- 
er, one of the strongest men in the national 
Jezisiature. 

Judge Atkinson comes. into the field 
poldly, and plants himself practically on the 
alliance platform. In a letter to The 
Brunswick Times, a few days ago, he said 
he was in favor of giving the farmer re- 
lief, even if it became necessary to enact 
into legislation all the demands formulated 
at Oeala. 

Judge Atkinson's resignation recalls the 
fact that many distinguished Georgians 
have gone from the bench to congress, 
The first one who comes to mind is Speaker 
Crisp. In old times, there were Judge 
Green Foster and Governor Charles J. Jen- 
kins, and there have been a number of 
others. 

It is also rumored that another judge will 
enter the field for congress this year. 
‘There has been some talk of Judge Mad- 
dox, in the seventh district, and it is possi- 
ble that there may be a three-cornered race 
there between the present incumbent, Hon. 
R. W. Everett, Hon. Seaborn Wright and 
Judge Maddox. 


Colonel Clark Commissioned. 


Adjutant General Kell received yester- 
day. from Lieutenant Colonel J. C. Levy, 
of the Augusta battalion of infantry, a let- 
ter stating that he had examined Lieuten- 
ant (‘olonel John Clark, and found him em- 
inently qualified for the position. The let- 
ter congratulates the battaHon on having 
such an officer in command. Captain Kell 
sent Colonel Clark his commission yester- 
day afternoon. 

Plenty of Fruit. 

Adjutant General Kell lives at Sunny- 
side, on the Central road, and has an 
orchard of eighteen acres. He has made a 
eareful examination of fruit trees and says 
that while a few early peach blooms were 
destroyed, there are plenty left to make a 
fine crop. 


THE PUBLIC SCHCOLS. 


Indications That There Will Bea Great 
Crush This Year. 

The board of education will meet this af- 
ternocon in regular monthly session. 

And it will be a very busy and interest- 
ing meeting. A number of important iat- 
ters are on the tapis for consideration. 

‘Superintendent Slaton will present a 
very important matter to the board for ac- 
tion. He will present a strong paper show- 
ing the great need of more schoolroom to 
accommodate the many children in Atlanta 
who want to enter school and cannot find 
room. 

The Edgewood avenue grammar school 
will come up. The building committee has 
had the matter under consideration and it 
is said will make a favorable report. 

The site for this school has already been 
It lies just beyond the Rich- 
mond and Danville read and extends from 
Edgewood avenue through to Decatur 
street. The ground cost $4,300, and it is 
intended to build a school to cost about 
fifteen thousand dollars. 

The matter of building an addition to the 
Girls’ High school building will be finally 
settled today. The plan is to build the ad- 
dition between the Girls’ High school build- 
ing and the building fronting on Washing- 
ton street which is used by the Boys’ High 
school. This proposition has met with fa- 
vor and is likely to be adopted. 

Any number of interesting matters will 
come up. 

Superintendent Slaton’s Views. 

To show how hardly pressed the public 
schools are for *oom, Superintendent Sla- 
ton is already iseuing admission tickets for 
the fall term which ‘loes not begin until 

ecember. : 

Six hundred tickets of admission have 
already been issted. Heretofore the pupils 
have never appled for tickets until vaca- 
tion, but as Superintendent Slaton says, 
“they have leamed the tricks.” 

The fall tern will see more pupils ap- 
plying for admission than ever before, and 
a larger number will necessarily be crowd- 
ed out. 

“There wil be,” said Superintendent 
Slaton, “over one thousand children in At- 
lanta. who will apply for admission in the 
public schools at the fall term and who will 

. crowded out. This overflow will be in 
the high schools as well as {in the publie 
Rchools. There will be about three hundred 
Pupils crowed out of the Boys’ and Girls’ 
High schook at least, and about seven hun- 
dred out of the common schools. The coun- 
cil shonld do something to accommodate 
these child’en who must be educated. Even 
with the rew buildings already in contem- 
plation, * will still be fearfully crowded.”

The Behring Sea Matter. 

It is not reasonable to suppose that 
the two great English-speaking nations 
of the world are willing to go to cutting 
each other's throats on account of the 
little seal fishing industry in Behring seq.

Stock Gambling in the Schools. 


People are just as liable to lose their 
senses over the educational craze as they 
are over any other craze, and it seems 
that they have already reached that point 
in Boston. 

About a month ago a bank was organ- 
ized in the Boston High school, presuma- 
bly for the practical instruction of the 
pupils in business and financial methods, 
and The Transcript thus describes its 
workings: 

Yes, the boys have entered into the experi- 
ment with the greatest enthusiasm and Zeal. 
In fact they would spend all their time here 
if they were allowed to do so. They have 
so far exhibited the most commendable pru- 
dence in their operations. This morning, for 
instance, a pomber of them thought certain 
provisions a purchase at the price quoted at 
the opening of the market; but evidently the 
rest thought so, too, for not one of the hold- 
ers of those commodities would sell, so the 
bank had to supply the would-be buyers under 
an agreement by which it engages to sell 
stocks, bonds and provisions at the market 
price to those intending purchasers. who can- 
not get what they want from their fellows. 
They also keep a sharp eye to their inter- 
ests. For instance, I had a holder of some 
shares of C. B. and Q. stock approach me 
today with the published statement that the 
road had just declared a dividend of 11-4 per 
cent, and invite me to pay the amount due 
on the stock he held. 

jut until the books are balanced, and the 
condition of each boy's business is ascer- 
tained, no one can be absolutely sure of ex- 
actly what the young financiers have been up 
to, as trading among themselves has been 
pretty lively, and is encouraged as much as 
possible by the instructor. Doubtless, the 
day of settlement will bring to light a good 
many curious and unexpected denounements. 
Whether it will reveal the existence of the 
combinations, deals and attempts at corner- 
ing the market which are so usual in ordi- 
nary business is one of those things which, in 
the words of Lord Dundreary, ‘‘no fellah can 
be expected to know anything about.’’ 

An old-fashioned Bostonian, whose 
eyes are not blinded by the educational 
craze, protests against this as an “amaz- 
ing development.” He says: 

Some time ago it was thought that the ob- 
ject of education was the development of all 
that was best in ‘children, the bringing out 
of their noblest traits, the curbing of their 
instincts of selfishness, of meanness, the lead- 
ing them to the consideration of beautiful 
and admirable things. All this is changed 
now, and to the mechanical and military qual- 
ities of education which we have to our in- 
jury borrowed from Germany are now: being 
added the commercial and financial qualities 
for which we alone are responsible. It is 
hard to imagine a more hopeless state of 
things. The present condition of unscrupu- 
lous commercialism is bad enough, but the 
knowledge that public education itself is fast 
becoming a system for the making forever 
impossible of anything better, for the teach- 
ing of children the principles of stock gamb- 
ling and speculation, is intolerable. Yet it 
is hard to see how anything can be done; 
the system must work to its logical conelu- 
sion, and destroy itself; there seems no other 
way. 

People down this way will sympa- 
thize with the old. Bostonian, and they 
will take care to see that stock gambling 
is not introduced in southern yublic 
schools. Better no public school system 
than such a system!

Manager Maskrey Is: Drawing in His.

He Is Showing as He Makes the Selec- 
tions—Hard Hitting Pitchers and 
Sure Catchers Are Coming. 


Manager Maskrey now has five men 


under contract. 

And every one has made a record which 
entitles him to recognition in the baseball 
world. 

Four out of the five will be ready for 
duty in the game with Brooklyn tomorrow. 

But, before the sun goes down today, the 
chances are that just as many more men, 
who can keep pace with those already 
signed, will be on tkeir way to Atlanta. 

The first man the manager signed was Al 
Lawson, and, in securing him, Maskrey 
certainly made a ten-strike. The contract 
with Lawson’s name written in a clear, 
clean, round hand, will be framed and 
swung from a peg in Secretary Bosche’s 
office. Lawson is not a minnow,and it took 
good bait to land him, but the angling was 
done by an expert handler of the rod and 
hook. Lawson is an all-round player, and, 
in addition to hitting hard, often and long, 
and fielding most thoroughly, is a first-class 
pitcher. As a twirler, second baseman and 
batter, he has made a record, not only in 
the minor leagues, but in the old national 
league. He is twenty-three years of age, 
and stands five feet, eleven inches, with 168 
pounds of good, hard flesh above his shoe- 
soles. 

His first professional engagement was 
with the Frankfort, Ind., State League 
Club, in 1886, The following year he 
pitched for the Goshen, Ind., club, the 
champions of the state. In 1888 he was 
with the Bloomington, Tl, club of the In- 
terstate League, that club winning second 
place at the finish, In 1889 Lawson 
pitched for the strong Appleton, Wis,, 
club, that team winning sixty-eight games 
out of seventy-six played. The following 
season, 1890, Lawson was signed by the 
Wilmington, Del., club, of the Atlantic 
association. In the spring’ exhibition 
games he did such good work that Man- 
ager Seelee, of the Boston National League 
club, secured his release for a money con- 
sideration from Wilmington and signed 
him for the Bostons. Later in the season 
he was transferred to the Pittsburg club, 
and there finished the season. In 1891 he 
was out on the Pacifie coast with the Spo- 
kane Falls and Oakland, Cal., teams. He 
has been playing with the Tampa, Fla., 
State League club all winter, and of the 
twelve games pitched he won ten, lost one 
and tied one. The Tampas won the cham- 
pionship, with eighteen games won and four 
lost. Lawson says he likes Atlanta and 
Manager Maskrey, and is perfectly satis- 
fied to play here this season. 

In none of his ene2>vements has Lawson's 
work been confined to the Lox. He is will- 
ins as well as ready and wecrks wherever 
placed. On second base he has made a 
great reputation, and has often been call- 
ed the key of the infield. Oue of the direc- 
tors of the Atlanta club was in lI iorida the 
past winter and saw Lawson play. He 
says: 

“T tell you we have a great man in 
Lawson. As a pitcher I believe he will 
stand at the head of the league; but he 
is more than that—he is 4 great all around 
ball player. I happen +o know that he 
is a better second baseman than Lawrence 
whom Chicago has signed. Everybody in 
Florida ranked Lawson ahead of Law- 
rence and they were surprised when An- 
son took Lawrence. Lawson covers more 
ground at second than any man I ever 
saw. I saw him pitch and play second 
at Tampa this winter, and he is great both 
as a fielder and a hitter.” 

The most promising pitcher in the New 
York and Pennsylvania league of last year 
gave his terms :vesterday morning, and by 
noon Manager Maskrey telegraphed him a 
ticket on which he is now riding to At- 
lanta. 

Canfield, so says the manager, is one of 
the most promising young men in the ball 
work of the day. He is twenty-three years 
of age and stands six feet high. He knows 
how to hit as well as how to pitch, and can 
line them out in great shape. He is speedy, 
curvy and ‘ws e1duranee, and will make 
his mark in the Southern League before 
the first series of games is over. 

Beach, the Virginia boy whose eye 
never loses the ball, whether he is at the 
bat or in the field, has signed, too, and will 
he in Atlanta tonight. Beach has played 
in Atlanta before, and is well known to 
the ball-loving public. He is a big, fine- 
looking fellow, full of strength and good 
will, and, before the season is over, may 
cause Mr. Hoppie to move that left-field 
fence back. He is a faultless catcher, and 
plays first base in fine style. 

Bennett is another catcher, who can 
cover the out territory well. He, too, is a 
big fellow, and hits the ball with a vigor- 
ous vengeance. When not behind the bat 
Bennett will probably be found in the 
middle field. 

Manager Maskrey now has his eye on 
one of the quicket and surest short stops 
in the country, and from the last words off 
the telegraph wire the indications are that 
that same quick, sure short stop will be 
checking his baggage for Atlanta tonigut. 

For the benefit of those who want to 
know, the announccment is now made that 
Maskrey will plav right field. He can 
play anywhere and will be ready to fill any 
gap, but until that gap is made he will 
chase the hog skin balloon only when it 
penetrates the right hand plantation. 

It is easy to say and say truthfully that 
Maskrey has played in more extra inning 
games than any player who ever worked 
in tLe scuth. The longest game on record 
was twenty-five innings. Maskrey played 
in one twenty-two and his team won by a 
secure of six to five. In that game his field 
had twenty-five cL»nces everyone of which 
was accepted without an error. He has also 
played in a nineteen-inning some and in a 
dczen where more than a dozev turns were 
required. 

Maskrey carries with him one of the pret- 
tiest gold watches in Atlanta which was a 
pres‘r:t to him last fall from President 
Bushnell, vf the Pacific Northwest League.

A lady in the house at 
the time was quite sick and was made de- 
cidedly worse by the scare given her, Mrs. 
McMulby’s residence and Mr, Nash’s were 
relieved of nearly all the, window paneg.

iS HISTORY REPEATING ITSELFP 


A Striking Comparison Between the Cam- 
paigns of '6O and ‘92. 


Editor Constitution—I read your excellent 
and timely editorial, “‘Where are the Friends 
of Democracy,”’ in your issue of the 22 
with great interest and profit. 

Not since the memorable campaign of 1860 
has dissension in the democratic party existed 
to the extent that it does now. That sly old 
fox—the republican party—is actively, quiet- 
ly, cunningly at work as it was then, to divide 
the democratic party as the most effectual 
and surest method of insuring success to 
themselves. During Mr. Bucharan’s adminis- 
tration they made the abolition of slavery 
the leading question in national politics. They 
knew the southern people would not consent 
to its restriction, and they knew the northern 
democrats would be satisfied to confine it to 
the south. They agitated with all their ener- 
gies and brains the hateful subject until every 
man and paper of any prominence in the 
democratic party in the union had taken sides 
on one side or the other. 

The great majority of northern democrats 
adopted the views of Stephen A. Douglass to 
protect the property in slaves in the southern 
states and territories, where the people had 
it and wanted it, but not to force it on the 
freesoil states and territories that did not 
have it and did not want it. The majority 
of southern democrats claimed that it was a 
divine institution, and being so ordained 
should exist throughout the entire union, and 
a southern man, if he wished, should take his 
slaves where he pleased and be protected 
therein, even should he choos to call his slave- 
roll at Bunker's. Hill, The g. o. p. then went 
to work assiduously and slyly. to enter the 
wedge of separation between the northern 
and southern democrats, Mason and Dixon's 
was made the line of division. If all the elec- 
toral votes of the democrats north of that line 
were cast for one candidate, and all those 
south of that line were cast for another can- 
didate, the scheme would prove a goou one, 
and the republican would be elected. The 
agitation was kept up, the traps were set—two 
conventions. Douglass and Johnson were 
nominated by one, and Breckinridge and 
Lane were nominated by the other. The 
scheme worked just as they planned and 
wished it. Douglass carried the northern and 
Preckinridge the southern democrats. In the 
south Douglass was maligned with greater ve- 
hemence than was Lincoln, and in the north 
Breckinridge was denounced as a fire-eating, 
bolting, disunionist.-. The election came— 
every one knows the rqsult. Notwithstanding 
a million votes more were cast for his oppoe- 
nents than he received, yet Lincoln was 
elected. 

It would have been as easy to elect Douglass 
on his platform, guaranteeing to the south all 
her rights with a united party, as it was to 
clect Pierce and Buchanan, and the demo- 
e:ats would have had the executive, legisla- 
tive and judicial branches of the country and 
might have retained them all to this day. But 
no, our ears were stopped to every appeal of 
reason, our eyes were blind to the future. 
Douglass, H. V. Johnson, A. H. Stephens and 
those who believed as they did, were denounc- 
ed by the blind and deaf as are Hill, Gorman 
and Colquitt today by those of the south who 
idolize one man. Every man was an enemy 
who took a view of men and measures con- 
trary to his own. The party north was said 
to be worse than “black republicans,” and 
vile epithets were heaped upon them as are 
now on the ‘‘machine’’ of New York. Doug- 
less was at the head of a “thieving gang,”’ 
and Tammany was said to be composed of 
‘vile thugs’’ and ‘‘vicious plugs.”” The same 
tactics pursued then are in vogue now toward 
our friends north, History is simply repeat- 
ing ftself, and we must expect to reap a sim- 
ilar harvest. Lincoln in November, 1860, 
Harrison in November, 1892. The age from 
1860 to 1892, thirty-two long years—save four 
—of striving, suffering, enduring; of war. des- 
olation, death; of hardship, poverty, ruin; -of 
defeat, humiliation and degradation; we are 
swinging around the circle, re-enacting the 
folly of 1860; moving on in the old tread mill.

Paul democrats, Apollus democrats, alliance 
democrats, third-party democrats, everything 
in general, nothing in particular. I is a com- 
mou thing to hear men say they will vote for 
this man, if nominated, but, if not, they will 
not vote at all. If democrats would only 
learn discipline from the republicans, even 
from our former slaves, who all vote with 
their party, success might be attained. We 
make a great deal of sport of these negro po. 
litical meetings. I only wish that democrats 
could obtain the same results that Jackson 
McHenry, Wimbish and Pledger do

Some Rare and Valuable Old Doc- 
uments. 


ORIGINAL MINUTES OF THE CONVENTION. 


A Worthy Woman Wills Them to Be Sold 
and Asks That a Monument Be Built 
Over Her Husband’s Grave. 


There is a pile of precious old papers 
now lying dumped in a remote corner of a 
law oflice in Atlanta. 

Papers they are which, unfolded to the 
light of day, become mute witnesses to in- 
cidents and scenes that have gone to his- 
tory as the most eventful in the life-story of 
this great commonwealth. 

These papers are the original minutes of 
the secession convention of Georgia. 

Covered over witu a heavy coating of 
black dust, yellowed by the touch of time, 
and tied up with a few bits of faded red- 
silk ribbon, the old documents have been 
thrown aside to await the day, perhaps, 
when the men of whom they speak are all 
laid to rest—the day when they alone can 
tell the story of Georgia's part in forming 
the southern confederacy. 

And that day is coming on apace. 

History of the Papers. 

These illustrious old papers were the 
property of Major John H. Steele, who was 
a prominent figure in Georgia politics in 
his day. 

They are in his handwriting, for he was 
secretary of the Georgia secession conven- 
tion. 

They were written, not with care and 
afterthought, but were jotted down in the 
daily sessions of the convention, amid the 
heat and excitement that characterized 
those meetings. They are thoroughly alive 
with the impulse of Georgia’s eloquence, 
and Georgia’s patriotism is portrayed on 
their every page. They are, in every sense, 
original. 

Major Steele Loved Them. 

Major Steele loved these documents 
dearly. 

Many a time in his lifetime, it is told, he 
used to take them out of his old pine desk, 
and read them over page after page, and 
tell to his wife and family circle stories of 
the thrilling incidents, the eloquent 
speeches, and the heated debates that are 
spoken of there. 

When he died, he willed the bundle of 
papers to his wife. He begged that she 
would guard them sacredly, and she did. 

Mrs. Steele lived several years after her 
husband had died, and kept the papers se- 
curely locked in her trunks. Along with 
them, she placed dozens of old letters, writ- 
ten to her husband on matters pertaining 
to secession, by such men as Jefferson 
Davis, Alexander H. Stephens, Robert 
Toombs, George W. Crawford, and others. 

Mrs. Steele's Wiil. 


Mrs. Steele died about six months ago. 
When her will was opened, it was found 
that she referred to the disposal of these 
valuable papers in the very first para- 
graphs. 

She willed the documents to her great- 
nephew, Mr. Thomas J. Ripley, a promi- 
nent young attorney of Atlanta, whose 
office is with Mr. J. H. Lumpkin, on Ala- 
bema street, and, further, willed that he 
sell them to some worthy purchaser for as 
much money as they would bring, and 
asked that the money be expended in erect- 
ing a monument over the graves of her 
husband and herself. 

This will be done as soon as possible. 

Often in her lifetime, Mrs. Steele was 
asked to sell the minutes and old letters. 
She refused every time, until just a few 
months before her death, when, one night, 
while she sat knitting in her favorite corner 
under her humble roof-tree, a lady, whose 
home is in the north, called to see her, and 
asked if she would not offer the papers for 
sale to the state of Georgia. 

Mrs. Steele, realizing that her lifetide 
was fast ebbing, and sceming to feel that 
she would not live many days longer, said: 

“Yes, I will sell them to Georgia with ail 
my heart, and will have a monument 
erected over our graves with Georgia 
money.” 

Accordingly, this lady, whose name has 
been forgotten by those who have had the 
papers in hand since, went about finding 
some way to get the state to buy the pre- 
cious bundles.. 

Hon. Ed Martin’s Bill. 


Atlanta’s able young representative, Hon. 
Ed W. Martin, took the matter in hand, 
and introduced a Dill in the legislature, 
more than a year ago, providing for the 
purchase of these original minutes of the 
state’s secession convention. 

The bill was referred to the finance com- 
mittee, and, in some way, was lodged there. 

Mrs. Steele did not live to see her proud 
hope realized, and died before the papers 
were disposed of as she wished. She 
wanted the state to keep them as historic 
documents, rather than sell them to some 
alien library association, or some museum. 

It is probable that the next legislature 
will buy,the papers, and file them in the 
state’s archives for the study of future 
generations. — 

The Secession Convention. 


The first page of the minutes tells of the 
convocation of the secession Convention in 
Milledgeville for the first day’s work, 
January 16, 1861. 

It was by proclamation 
Joseph E. Brown. 

After all the delegates from various 
counties—each county sending two men— 
were listed and given seats in the conven- 
tion hall, Hon. Henry L. Benning, the 
temporary chairman, arose and said: 

“Before entering further upon the work 
we have met to do, my fellow countrymen, 
it is fit that we ask the blessings of our 
All-wise and Almighty God upon our de- 
liberations here.” 

Accordingly, Rev. Mr. Williamson offer- 
ed a most impressive and earnest prayer. 

Then it was that George W. Crawford 
was nominated for president of the con- 
yention by Mr. Hull, from Clarke county, 
and was elected by acclamation. 

He took the chair amid loud applause, 
and made his famous speech outlining the 
purpose of the convention, and announcing 
that the house was then ready for the 
work to proceed. 

Major J. H. Steele was elected secretary 
of the convention. 

History itself tells the story that follow- 
ed. It is a story known by heart to every 
Georgian. 

The convention held on for quite a while 
in Milledgeville, before adjourning to meet 
in Savannah. 

It met again in Savannah March 7, 1861. 

The whole proceedings are in the old 
papers to which reference has been made, 
and it is easy to estimate that they are of 
great value.

It hasn’t been long since ‘‘Where Is Sum- 
mers?” was a very prominent beadline in 
Georgia newspapers. Here it is again,but 

It’s s'mother Summers. 

This time it is James D. Summers, a 
former merchant in south Atlanta, who is 
missing. 

A wife and four children have for some 
time past been anxiously awaiting his re 
turn, but he cometh not. 

Nearly ten years ago Summers met 4 
Miss Loie Bowers, of Birmingham. Short- 
ly after that they were married and caine 
to Atlanta, where they have been living 
ever since, Summers opened a grocery 
at the end of South Pryor street, taking up 
his residence near by. Everything moved 
along very smoothly, and there was noth- 
ing to mar the happiness of the newly 
united man and woman. 

In August, 1890, the first family troubie 
occurred. Mrs. Summers took her four 
children and with them went to her former 
home at Birmingham to her parents, 

lor several months the husband and wife 
remained separated. The wife was evi- 
dently dissatisfied with her marriage, for 
she took steps in the Magic City to dis- 
solve it.

80 SAYS MAYOR W. A, HEMPHILL 


Who Signs the Ordinance—-The Water- 
works Must Have Another Route— 
The Aldermanic Boerd to Meet. 


Mayor Hemphill will today sign the or- 
dinance allowing the sale of lots in Oakland 
cemetery. 

The cemetery committee and the mayor 
had a long conference over the ordinance 
yesterday,and when the conference ended 
Mayor Hemphill remarked: 

“I'll sign that ordinance temorrow.” 

The committee has not yet perfected a 
plun for the sale, but will do so within the 
next two or three days. Before anything 
can be done, the city engineer will have to 
make a plat of the ground and divide it off 
into lots twenty feet square, Then these 
lots will be given a valug by the committee 
and the sale will begin. In all there will 
be something over two hufhdred lots. 

“To buy a lot,” said Mr. Broyles, chair- 
man of the cemetery committee, yesterday, 
“it will be necessary for the purchaser to 
first examine the plat and pick his lot.” 

“Where can that be done?” ees 

“Well, the sexton will keep a plat at the 
cemetery, then there will be one in the city 
clerk’s office, and one in the possession of 
the committee, On the plat the buyer will 
find the price of the lot, and after making 
his trade with the cemetery committee he 
will be sent to the city tax collector, to 
whom he will pay the money. Then the 
receipt for that money from the tax col- 
lector will é@ause the clerk to write the deed 
which will be signed by the mayor.” 

“Have you any idea what the lots will 
be worth?” 

“No, but I guess the average price will 
be something like $200. Then we are going 
to arrange it so that some of the lots can 
be cut in two. This will enable those who 
have no use for a 20x20 lot to buy one 
10x20, or two persons can join hands and 
buy a lot together and then divide to suit 
themselves.” 

The cemetery committee is composed of 
Mr. Broyles, Mr. Woodward and Mr. Re- 
neau. 

The gentlemen hope to have the plat 
ready by Monday or Tuesday. 

The Big Water Main. 

The board of water commissioners had 
a lengthy session yesterday. 

And an important one it was. 

Some time ago City Engineer Clayton 
surveyed a route from State street where 
the big Luckie street main ends through 
private property to the resevoir. Then 
Mayor Hemphill appointed assessors to tax 
the value of the land taken from the prop- 
erty owners. Some of those who owned 
land along the route wanted the earth for 
it, and in one or two instances suits for big 
damages were promised in event the city 
persisied. 

City Attorney Goodwin and his assistant, 
Judge Anderson met with the board yes- 
terday, and the conference was a long one 
as well as a secret one. 

The indications, however, are that the 
engineers will go back in the field and try 
to find another route from State street to 
the reservoir. 


And yet the water board may decide to 


‘use the line already laid out, and if neces- 
sary staud the heavy assesments or de- 
fend the law suits. 

Several of the property owners who have 
conferred with the mayor expressed a de- 
sire to have the main built along the route 
and offered every necessary concession. 

The New Station House. 

The public building and ground commit- 
tee, Mr. Woodward chairman, met yester- 
day in Captain Wuglish’s office. 

The progress of the work on the new sta- 
tion house building was discussed, and the 
members of the committee were pleased 
with the progress being made. 

The sale of the present station house 
building was discussed and within a day 
or two the real estate agent having the sale 
in hand will begin advertising. The build- 
ing will be sold about the 6th of next 
month and the present indications are that 
it will bring a good strong price. Since the 
sale of the building bas been determined the 
city officials having the work in charge, 
have had three or four. fine offers for it, 
but the committee has no authority to make 
a private sale. All this shows that there 
will be a big crowd at the sale, all ready and 
anxious to bid. 

The New Fire Headquarters. 

Bruce & Morgan, the architects who 
have in charge the construction of the fire 
department headqnarters, have a pigeon- 
hole full of bids for the work. Some » of 
the bidders are located in New York and one 
is as far away as California, while Ohio fur- 
nishes a half dozen contractors who want 
the work, and seem anxious to secure it. 

The bids will be opened the last day of 
the month, and the work will begin just as 
soon as the contractor can get at it.

" GOLD IN NORTH GEORGIA. 


The Output of One of the Mines Esti- 
mated. 

Dahlonega, Ga., March 23.—(Special.)—The 
Constitution has obtained some valuable facts 
in regard to the king of Georgia gold mills, the 
Barlow, belonging to -the Hand & Barlow 
Company. 

This forty-stamp mill first commenced work 
in April, 1859, and has been running nearly 
fifty years. A record of the ore crushed was 
kept for the first eight years, showing an 
average of 120 tons perday. The average for 
the last five years will not fall below this 
mark.
